(1) Relationship to other limitations on receipt of compensation. The compensation 
prohibition contained in this section is in addition to any other limitation on receipt of 
compensation set forth in this chapter, including: 

(1) The requirement contained in §2636.307 of this chapter that covered noncareer 
employees obtain advance authorization before engaging in teaching for 
compensation: and 

(ii) The prohibitions and limitations in §2635.804 and in §2636.304 of this chapter on 
receipt of outside earned income applicable to certain Presidential appointees and 
to other covered noncareer employees. 

(2) Definitions. For purposes of this paragraph: 

(!) Teaching, speaking or writing relates to the employee's official duties if: 

(A) The activity is undertaken as part of the employee's official duties; 

(B) The circumstances indicate that the invitation to engage in the activity was 
extended to the employee primarily because of his official position rather than his 
expertise on the particular subject matter; 

(C) The invitation to engage in the activity or the offer of compensation for the 
activity was extended to the employee, directly or indirectly, by a person who has 
interests that may be affected substantially by performance or nonperformance of 
the employee's official duties; 

(D) The information conveyed through the activity draws substantially on ideas or 
official data that are nonpublic information as defined in §2635.703(b); or 

(E) Except as provided in paragraph (a)(2)(i)(E)( 4) of this section, the subject of the 
activity deals in significant part with: 

( 1 ) Any matter to which the employee presently is assigned or to which the 
employee had been assigned during the previous one-year period; 

( 2 ) Any ongoing or announced policy, program or operation of the agency; or 
( 3) In the case of a noncareer employee as defined in §2636.303(a) of this chapter, 
the general subject matter area, industry, or economic sector primarily affected by 
the programs and operations of his agency. 

( 4) The restrictions in paragraphs (a)(2)(i)(E) ( 2 ) and ( 3) of this section do not 
apply to a special Government employee. The restriction in paragraph (a)(2)(i)(E)( 1 
) of this section applies only during the current appointment of a special 
Government employee; except that if the special Government employee has not 
served or is not expected to serve for more than 60 days during the first year or any 
subsequent one year period of that appointment, the restriction applies only to 
particular matters involving specific parties in which the special Government 
employee has participated or is participating personally and substantially. 

Note: Section 2635.807(a)(2)(i)(E) does not preclude an employee, other than 
a covered noncareer employee, from receiving compensation for teaching, 
speaking or writing on a subject within the employee's discipline or inherent 
area of expertise based on his educational background or experience even 
though the leaching, speaking or writing deals generally with a subject within 
the agency’s areas of responsibility.

1. Purpose 

The purpose of this Standard Operating Procedure (SOP) is to outline the administrative 
policy and procedure for requesting materials be approved for release to the public. 

li. Scope 

This SOP applies to any materials created by DNEXD federal, deiailee, or Intergovernmental 
Personnel Act staff. It also applies to material under the control of DNDO and created by 
laboratory staff, students, and contractors on behalf of DNDO or regarding DNDO-funded 
research and development. 

III. References 

■ Management Directive No. 123-06 

■ Management Directive No. 123-08 

IV. Definitions 

• Material : any formal written information (e.g., abstracts, articles, briefs. 

correspondence, fact sheets, handbooks, pamphlets, presentations, remarks, reports, 
posters, press packages, white papers). 

o DNDO materials : materials created within DNDO by federal employees or 
contractor support staff pertaining to DNDO’s mission, operations, or functions, 
o Contractor or grantee materials : materials created outside of DNDO regarding 
DNDO-funded research and development. 

V. Roles and Responsibilities 
The requestor is responsible for: 

• ensuring the DNDO material has been reviewed by a derivative classifier and 
found to be suitable for public release; 

• obtaining preliminary approval for public release from their Assistant Director or 
Principal Deputy Assistant Director; 

• submitting the DNDO material to DNDO Actions for review; 

• making any changes requested by an approver in order to secure approval for 
public clearance; and 

• releasing the materials in the approved file format and to appropriate recipients. 

The Contracting Officer is responsible for routing materials from contractors or grantees 
to the DNDO Program Manager. 

The DNDO Program Manager is responsible for reviewing and approving relevant 
contractor or grantee materials, as well as releasing the materials in the approved filed 
formal and to appropriate recipients.

The derivative classifier is responsible for certifying that the material is unclassified and 
non-FOUO. 

The Assistant Director (AD) or Principal Deputy Assistant Director tPDAD~t is 
responsible for reviewing and preliminarily approving their Directorate’s requested 
DNDO materials for public release before their submission to the DNDO Actions Team. 

The DNDO Actions Team (DNDO Actions) is responsible for: 

• reviewing DNDO materials for public release: 

• routing the materials, as appropriate, to DNIX) senior leadership, DNDO Security. 
DNDO Office of General Counsel, and DHS Office of Public Affairs; and 

• notifying the requestor when the material is approved for public release, i.e., 
cleared. 

The DNDO Director . Deputy Director . Chief of Staff. Security Office, and Office of 
General Counsel may be required to approve material for public release. 

VI. Policy and Procedures 

Policy 

All material pertaining to DNDO operations or programs must be cleared before release to 
the public via the procedure described below. All materials approved for public release 
may only be released in PDF format. These materials must also adopt Department 
guidelines concerning branding and formatting. 

Procedure 


o DNDO Materials 


1. Pre-Submission 

The requestor (i.e., one wanting to release materials publicly) will perform a 
derivative classification review on the material to ensure that it is unclassified and 
non-FOUO. If the requestor is not qualified to perform this review, they will ensure 
that a trained derivative classifier familiar with the subject matter performs the 
review. 

The requester will submit the material to their AD/PDAD for review and 
preliminary approval. 

2. Submit to DNDO Actions 

Once approved by the AD/PDAD. the requester will email the material for review 
to DNDO Actions at least ten business days prior to the intended release date.

DNDO Actions will coordinate clearance, as appropriate, from DNDO Security, 
DNDO Office of General Counsel, DNDO senior leadership, and DHS Office of 
Public Affairs. 

If any changes are requested by an approver. DNDO Actions will provide 
comments to the requestor. The requestor or DNDO Actions will make the 
changes. 

When the material is cleared for public release, DNDO Actions will contact the 
requestor to notify them. 

4. Release of Materials 

The requester will release the materials in the required file formal to the appropriate 
recipients. 

o Contractor or Grantee Materials 

1. Submission to DNDO 

DNDO contractors or grantees will submit material to their Contracting Officer. 

The Contracting Officer will send the material to the DNDO Program Manager. 

2. DNDO Review 

The Program Manager will review the material. Materials from a contractor or 
grantee will only be cleared if it meets the following criteria: 

• all content is unclassified/non-FOUO (the Program Manager must ensure a 
derivative classification review if they are not qualified to perform such a 
review); 

• no use is made of the Department of Homeland Security seal; 

• no mention is made of any specific DNDO employees working on the 
project, such as the Project Manager; and 

• use of the following statement is ensured, if the project received ftinding 
from DNIX): “This work has been supported by the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security, Domestic Nuclear Detection Office, under 
competitively awarded contract/IAA HSHQDC-Ox-x-OOxxx. This support 
does not constitute an express or implied endorsement on the part of the 
Government.”

If the Program Manager approves the release, they shall notify the Contracting 
Officer via email that the material is cleared for public release. The material will be 
attached to this email and DNDO Actions will be copied. 

If the Program Manager is unsure whether materials are able to be released, they 
will not release the materials but will refer the matter in an email to DNDO Actions. 

The Program Manager will release cleared materials in the approved filed formal 
and to appropriate recipients.
